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CARNATIONS. 


It is beyond question that in a few more years we shall see as much desire for these beautiful flow- 
ers as we do now for the Rose. It may seem out of place to make such a statement, but facts warrant 
our doing so, and wherever there are facts there is reason. On this fifth day of December one of the 
largest growers of Carnations for the New York market informs us that he is getting ¢hree dollars per 
hundred for flowers with long stems, of varieties he bought from us, and which we offer in the follow- 
ing list; furthermore, he says such is the demand for them that he expects to get at least five dollars 
per hundred as the season advances. 

When we consider all the fine properties of the Carnation—its exquisite perfume—its beautiful 
coloring—its prolific flowering, and its durability after being cut, we should not wonder at its gaining 
such popularity. 

A few words as to the best treatment for summer flowering will help our friends to success. The 
Carnation delights in rich soil, a sunny position and room for development. If the soil is not rich it 
should be made so by adding rotten manure or bone dust, or a sprinkling of artificial manures, taking 
care to mix well with the soil whatever is used as a stimulant. Plant as early as possible in the spring, 
‘after the weather becomes settled, and as the plants grow they should be neatly tied to stakes and fre- 
quently watered in dry weather, so as to insure a full crop of flowers. They can be easily lifted and 
potted towards the end of September and taken in the house to flower during the winter. To be suc- 
cessful with Carnations in the winter, they should have all the light possible, and a temperature at night 
of not more than 50°. 

We cannot help referring to our success with the Carnation, as we have for years been engaged in 
raising numerous seedlings, many of which are considered the best extant. The proof of their supe- 
riority is demonstrated by the fact that we have won every first premium at the New York Horticultural 
Society’s exhibitions for the past three years.

For covering large spaces quickly the Clematis is unrivalled, 
and for beds or rock work they are equally valuable. If due 
regard is paid to a selection of the different types, they will 
bloom during a period of at least five months. They must, 
however, be well cared for; the soil should be made very rich, 
deeply dug, and occasionally well watered during dry weather. 
The tender shoots should be provided with a trellis to climb 
upon. Fine effects are also obtained by planting Clematis in 
beds and allowing them to run along the ground or over an old 
stump. The varieties of the Jackmanii type are the best for 
this purpose; plant in rich soil and peg down the growth.

The best time to sow Lawn Grass Seed is early in the 
spring or about the latter part of August. We prefer 
the early spring. In the first place, see that your ground 
is thoroughly drained and well prepared, and sow az 
least three bushels of seed to the acre. If your ground 
is in condition to raise a good crop of potatoes, it will 
make a good lawn, by adding about half a ton of bone 
dust to the acre, harrowed in before sowing the seed. 
The success of establishing a good lawn depends much 
on the season and the condition of the ground at the 
time of sowing. A very slight raking in will protect the 
seed much, or a sowing of wood ashes will render it 
distasteful to birds. Rolling, however, is at all times in- 
dispensable—indeed it is proper to observe that no lawn 
can be maintained long in good order without successive 
rollings. Mowing alone will not secure a good bottom 
without that compression which the roller tends to give. 
The rolling should be done in the spring before the 
ground becomes dry. When the grass becomes well es- 
tablisned, it should be frequently cut. The oftener you 
mow, the finer your grass will be.
